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THE FEARFUL FLAME 


LIGHTING THE STREETS OF QUEBEC 


A Destructive Fire in the Old Oanadian Oity— 
Tariliing Scenss Witnessed—The Tur- 
moil and Pright of a People 
Scared to Desperation. 


Quepec, June 9.—One of the most disas- 
trous fires which this unfortunate city has 
been afllicted with, commenced last night, 
and was only got under control at six o’clock 
this morning. The first alarm was from the 
corner of St. Oliver and St. Claire streets at 
10 minutes before 11 o’clock. A few min- 
utes later the bells from Basilica, 8t. Johns 
and St. Roches churches rang out the 
second alarms. The whole force of the fire 
brigade was soon upon the grounds. The 
reflection of the flames was so visible 
that in a short: time half the 
city appeared to be attracted to the scene, 
and by balf-past 11 o’clock all the avenues 
around and leading to the fire were so com- 
pletely packed with people that it was next 
to impossible to force a way through them. 
The scene in the vicinity of the conflagra- 
tion was one of utter confusion. Half of 
those present seemed panic-stricken, and 
three-fourths of the others added to the 
confusion by running against each other 
and reaily contributing to the destruction 
of property, while believing they were 
helping to save it. Pareuts hardly 
clothed, hurried along in every direction 
with infants wrapped in bedclothing in 
their arms, Cows and horses let loose 
from burning stables, rushed half mad- 
dened through the crowd, or stood dazed 
by the uproar and confusion surrounding 
them The fire originated in a stable on 
St. Oliver street, near St. Marie street. The 
flames quickly spread to the surrounding 
wooden buildings, and to the streets above 
St. Oliver, Lateurelle, St. 

Richelieu streets were 
quickly a mass of fire for 
some hundred feet of each in 
extent. Tne flames from the other sides of 
the streets were lapping in the middle and 
completely closing them to all traffic. The 
scenes common to all great fires were read- 
ily discernible at this stage, and even the 
police and firemen were to a great extent 
demoralized. Daring robberies were car- 
ried on freely in full sight of everybody. 
fhe liquor stores and private dwellings 
ettacked by the flames were ransacked 
for the liquor which was openly drank by 
the low Characters which infest the locality. 
The sparks which everywhere flew from 
the burning wooden buildings were them- 
selves a terrible source of danger to the rest 
of the city. It was no uncommon sight to 
see men’s coats and hats ablaze from the 
ourning pieces of sparks which alighted 
uponthem, The fire brigade allege that 
four wooden houses were found on fire by 
them. when they arrived upon the _ scene, 
and that with water absent and unattain- 
able for some twenty minutes, it was im 
possible for them t» obtain the mas- 
tery. Nothing was saved of St. 
John’s church but the sacred vessels and 
some of the most valuable of the plate and 
furniture of the sanctuary. The fire had 
possession of the noble structure in a less 
space of time than it takes to read of it, 
and the finest and largest church jn the city 
was doomed to destruction. The church 
was worth at least one hundred thousand 
dollars, upon which the insurance amounts 
to only ten thousand dollars. 
At. the foot of Jupiter street, 
below Berthlot market, the flames had 
crossed from the lower side of St. John 
street, and from this point they rapidly 
progressed westward along that fine avenue 
keeping pace with the other division of the 
contiagration opposite Nor was the fire 
now confined to St. John street. At Jupiter 
it spread southward to Berthlot market 
place,destroying the property onGabii-l and 
St. Patrick streets as far out as there were 
buildings to be destroyed. The lower field 
alone stayed the progress ofthe fire. At 
Scott street the fireran upwards toward 
Grand alley at a terriblerate of speed, th-re 
being no water, men, hose nor other appli- 
ances tostay it. The only gap caused by 
the recent conflagration here stopped the 
total destruction of the whole street, It is 
impossible to describe the spread of the 
flames onevery side. Briefly summed up the 
streets consumed, running eas! and west, 
the Richmond in part, principally southside 
of Lateurelle, St. Oiiver, Richelieu, Daquil- 
lon and St, John’s ward, in Monicalm. St. 
Gabriel, Nouville and Breton, Running north 
andsoutb, theprincipai streets were Sath- 
erland, Deligny, St. Claire, St. Marie and 
St. Genevieve, west side, besides Jupiter 
street, in Mootcalm ward, also west side. 
Amongst the property destroyed on John 
street werea lurge number of handsome 
buildings, used as stores, and private resi- 
dences. A battery was called out and 
rendered efficient aid in saving the property 
and in keeping order. It is computed that 
there must be a loss of $2,000,000 between 
the buildings, stocks and furniture. Over 
1,500 families are rendered homeless by the 
contiagration. At least 800 buildings have 
been destroyed. [tis impossible to give a 
full and correct list of the sufferers and in 
surance losses at a moment, but 
all the insurance companies doing 
business jn the city will probably 
be heavy losers, The fire brigade and ap- 
paratus were guite unfit to cope with suca 
a fire, and to its weaknessand the wretched 
water service the whole disaster is due.

It now 
appears that five lives were lost. Three 
bodies have already been recovered. They 
are those of Mr. and Mrs. Hardy, of No.

Mrs. George Lappenere and two children 
are missing, and are believed to have per- 
ished in the flames.

Laying the Corner-Stone of Seney Hall at Ox- 
ford—New Settlers Around Monticello—

Oxrorp, June 8,—To-day has been a glad 
day for Emory college. Everybody here is 
ina good humor. It will be remembered 
that some twoor three months ago Mr. 
George I, Seney, of Brooklyn, after full in- 
formation touching Emory college and its 
necessities, instructed Dr. Haygood to draw 
on him for $20,000, with which to put a 
much needed building at Oxford for college 
purposes. A draft of the proposed building 
was made by Messrs. Parkins & Bruce of 
Atlanta. Work was begun as soon as prac- 
ticable; the foundation was laid iv granite 
and everything was ready by to-day for lay- 
ing the corner-stone. Nothwithstanding the 
heavy and continnous rain of the morning 
the college chape! was filled with an appre- 
ciative audience to witness the ceremonies 
of theoccasion. The services were opened 
with an anthem composed for the occasion, 
the words by Rev. Dr. Martin, of the First 
Presbyterian, church, Atlanta, and the 
music by Prof. McIntosh, of Emory college. 
Asan illustration of what sort of work is 
done in the music department of Emory 
college. let me state that this anthem 
reached Oxford this morning after nine 
o'clock, so that the class of young men and 
ladies who rendered it so superbly had but 
an hour or two in which tolearn it. This 
was followed by a hymn suited to the 
occasion, and a prayer by the ven- 
erable Dr. Means, full, strong, eloquent, 
as perfectly adapted to the surroundings as 
could be. Appropriate selections from the 
Old and New Testaments were read, suc- 
ceeded by another by:n, after which came 
the address of Dr. Haygood, president of 
Emory college. It was titting every way 
that Dr. Haygood should deliver the ad- 
dress, as it was through him that Mr. Seney 
made his magnificent donation to Emory 
college. The address recited brietly the 
history ofthe college from its foundation, 
giving the meed of praise to Dr. Means 
chiefly forits location at Oxford. It has 
fought its way against opposition for forty 
odd years to deserved success, having illus- 
trious representatives from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific and on both sides of the world. 
Che address set forth the use that is to be 
made of Seney hall.

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| ATLANTA'S GROWTH. 


A GLIMPSE AT THE BUILDINGS. 


The Handsome Houses That Will Add to At- 
lanta’s Beauty and Oost Their Owners 
Sams Ranging From $5,000 Up- 
ward—And the Half is not Told. 


The remarkable rapidity with which 

Atlanta has recovered from the destructive 
work of Sherman’s army and pushed on to 
& greatness beyond that of any of her sister 
cities of this section of the union has been 
a matter of surprise to the people of the 
south, and has drawn to her the favorable 
attention of northern, eastern and western 
men who have come to regard her 
as in name and in fact the gate 
city of the southern country, and 
realizing the importance of the commercial 
and manufacturing interests of the city, 
they have constantly poured into Atlanta, 
established themselves in business and 
reached out with the arm of enterprise for 
the trade of the southern states. It is need- 
less to say that the trade has been secured. 
The large and handsome business houses 
which have taken the placesof the small 
establishments which once lined the streets 
fully attest that fact. The growth of At- 
lanta has been rapid yet steady, and it is 
estimated that about a million dollars 
worth of buildings are erected here each 
year. The end has never appeared 
to be in sight, and since the war the city 
has enjoyed a continual, never-ending 
boom, Just at this particular time she ts 
bracing herself for what appears to be the 
inightiest forward spring which she has ever 
known. Real estate is bounding upward, 
and the most sanguine Atlantian is stag- 
gered at the prospect. There is no estima. 
ting what strides Atlanta will make during 
the coming summer. Architects are too 
busy totalk, while the contractors are al- 
most overwhelmed. with business, A few 
years ago a ten thousand dollar residence 
wusa rarity. Now for more than a mile 
on Peachtree street there are scarcely 
adczen houses that cost less than that 
amount while numbers of them are far 
roore expensive. THe ConsTITUTION does 
not mention this street specially, although 
itis true that it has the most expensive 
residences upon it. Other streets in the 
city have aiso been fortunate in securing 
costly houses. These things are easily seen 
by any observant Atlantian, but in view of 
the fact that the boom has been redoubled, 
and our past, present and future form 
pleasant topics for the pen, THe Constitv- 
TION Mas decided to submit tothe mental 
digestive apparatus of Atlanta some 
matters which are of general interest in 
contiection with the present lively 
condition of the building market. In 
order to make this article complete a table 
is presented below, showing the value of 
seven large buildings now going up in the 
city.

BUSINESS MATTERS. 


The Kepeorts From the Trade Centers. 

New York, June 9.—From the Pablic: 
The business transacted in May exceeds 
thatofany other month in the history of 
the country. About almost every other 
evideace of the commercial situation there 
may be deception or misrjudgment, but 
payments actually effected through ex 
changes at all centers of trade make their 
own unerring record and tell their own 
plain story. Last week we gave the figures 
fur New York as the largest monthly return 
in the history of the clearirg house. with 
exchanges of $3,054,180,687, after deducting 
double the value of the stocks sold. an 


amount larger by 9 percent than that of 
any previous month. This week we bave 
compiete returns from other cities. The 
te for May at all cities outside of 
New York is $1,230,464.281. With ail the 
annual settlements, which swell the returns 
for January very largely at minor cities, the 
aggregate in that month was only $1,208 (09, - 
000 larger than the previous returu of any 
month. That of December last was $1,229.- 
243,680, but special causes swelled the ex- 
changes at some of the cities in that month 
and the transactions at New York, exclusive 
vf stocks, were only $2,571,000,000, Ex 
changes for May and for the last week end. 
ing June 4 are shown in the following table:

These records can have but one interpre 
tation. There is no decrease in the trans- 
actions for the month at a single city, and 
yet May, 1880, was one of remarkably large 
dealings. Outside of this city the increase 
is 2%, per cent, and it will be observed that 
the increase in exchanges at New York, 
less double the value of stocks sold, is 
still larger, no less than 3 3-5 per cent 
nor do the transactions of the first week in 
Jun@appear unfavorable. Outside of New 
York, the increase is 3 per cent larger than 
the past month. At New York, either 
with or without deductions for operations 
in stocks, the increase is still larger. In 
short, the indications for the beginning of 
the new month are even more favorable 
than the returns for May, a month of un- 
precedented volume of business. Trouble 
may come before this month ends, but 
there are not the slightest signs of it thus 
far. On the contrary, the business of the 
country is already larger than ever before, 
and bids fair to be relatively still more 
satisfactory in future. 


GALVESTON, June 9.—The cotton exchange of 
this city has received 126 replies from 90 counties 
which show an increase in the acreage planted 
estimated at 3 per cent as compared with last 
year. Twelve of these replies report the 
weather more favorabie than last 
year. Sixteen report similar weather 
to last year and 95 report the weather as less favor 
able; 92 report stands good, 5 fairand 29 not good, 
The crop as reported will average sixteen days 
later than last year; 52 replies give the condition 
of the crop as good, and 71 as not good, owing t» 
too much rain. Crops being grassy and weedy 
there is a general complaint of scarcity and in- 
sufficiency of labor, caused by the hands goine to 
the different railroads now iu course of coustruc~ 
tion in thestate. No fertilizers are used. A few 
replies report the appearance of cotton worms, 
but notin sufficient numbers to do any damage.

Cameron and he will find himself con- 
fronted with utterances which may seem 
horrible to him in the light of his recent 
conversion but which he cannot refuse 
to father.

Whenit is re- 
membered that this demonstration will take place 
iv a little less than eighteen years after the siege 
of Chattanooga and the battles of Lookout moun- 
tain and Missionary ridge, such a scene of recon- 
c liation on the battlefield itself will be aspectacie 
upon which the historian will linger, and which 
may well excite theadmiration of men in other 
lands accustomed to see the fierce hatreds of civil 
wars prolonged fur generations and even for 
centuries.

THAT $100,000 BRIBE. 


What is Thought of it by Merchants— 
The Story Said to be True. 
New York Times. 

The published assertion of Colonel Fred- 
erick A. Conkling at the chamber of com- 
merce meeting on Thursday, that one firm 
paid $100,000 to a member of the last con- 
gress to prevent legislation on the sugar 
question, has created somewhat of a stir 


town. The statement appears to 
be generally credited, and  repu- 
table gentlemen are to be found 
who say that they saw the check. Accord 

ing to these it was cashed in a prominent 
national bank, situated not many miles 
from the corner of Wall street and Broad 

way. The drawer is described as one of the 
leading sugar refiners in the city, and it is 
stated that the check was made payable to 
the brother of one of the leading members 
of the committee of ways and means. The 
committee adopted a bill, by a vote of 7 to 
6, which provided for a specific, instead of 
an ad valorem duty, and establishing three 
grades only, but the bill was never reported 
despite the most determined efforts on 
the part of the merchants. During all this 
time the aecused refiner had apartments in 
Washington and gave sumptuous dinners 
daily to the members of congress, and it is 
said thatin a private room games of poker 
were played every evening at which the 
host invariably lost. Colenel Conkling, 
when asked yesterday for the nameof the 
person who gave the bribe and of the mem.- 
ber of congress who accepted it, answered 
that he had no iafermation to give to re- 
porters at present on the subject—that he 
would deal with the matter in his own way 
and time.
